In face of the protests of individual | 
shareholders and of the collective 
protest from American owners, it 
was decided to deprive Americans of | 
the right to subscribe for the new} 
shares, which are being offered to 
British investors at 42 shillings—20 | 
shillings below the market price be- 
fore the issue was announced. 

‘It is crooked,’’ ‘It is not playing 
the game,’’ “‘It is not a British act,”’ 
“It will affect England's financial | 
prestige throughout the world,” ‘“You 
are robbing your’ shareholders,”’ 
were some of the protests hurled at 
the directors, while Sir Hugo Hirst, | 
the chairman, fidgetted in his chair. 

Fuel was added to the flames by 
an overnight drop in the shares on 
the Stock Exchange. When the 
proposition came to a vote, however, 
it was carried with only ten dissen- 
tients. 


Flood of American Selling Expected. 


Inasmuch as Americans hold 1,- 
500,000 shares as against 800,000 
owned here, the question arises as 
to the effect of today’s action on 
American investments in other Eng- 
lish securities.

CONFRONTS NANKING 


Kuomintang Congress Planned 
for Tomorrow Is Seen 
as Crucial Test. 


HONAN COMMITTEE OUSTED 


Peking 
Meaning Alienation of Feng— 
His Troops Move South. 


Interprets This Step as

SHANGHAI, March 13.—An atmos- 
phere of tense anticipation pervades 
Chinese circles, political and other- 
wise, on the eve of the Third Na- 
tional Kuomintang Congress, sched- 
uled to convene in Nanking on Fri- 
day, when leaders of China’s revolu- 
tionary party, now ig power in the 
capital, will meet opposition which 
seriously threatens to defeat the 
present régime. 

With the central government at 
odds with the Hankow Administra- 
tion, their differences are bordering 
again on the verge of open war, and 
the young radicals are planning a 
political coup on the floor of the Con- 
gress if and when it opens. Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek and his group 
are facing the most serious opposi+ 
tion, led by semi-Communists who 
are more powerful now than at any 
time since the close of the military 
phase of the revolution. 

Delegates are pouring in from all 
parts of the nation, as well as from 
more than twenty foreign countries. 
The overseas Chinese delegates form 
an important group, the votes of 
which seem to be a Wital factor in 
settling the balance of power between 
the two major factions. 


Predict Conservative Victory. 


The question uppermost in the 
minds of the Chinese and foreign 
observers is whether the government 
will be able to withstand the remark- 


ably well-organized litical revolt. 
Conversations in semi-official circles, 
as well as among Chinese bankers 
and merchants, are centring on the 
probable acts of the political leaders 
during the proposed congress. Poli- 
ticians are nervously buoyant and 
predict a victory for the conserva- 
tives, while influential citizens, whose 
support is so essential for the con- 
tinuity of Nanking’s rule, are grimly 
silent, awaiting the success or failure 
of the coming session. 

It is no secret that the powerful 
merchant-bankers’ group is not al- 
together happy concerning the man- 
ner in which Nanking has run 
things since the unification of the 
nation. If party squabbles are again 
permitted to throw the country into 
civil war the increasingly cynical 
criticism is likely to result in more 
drastic action, with a tendency to re- 
turn to individual dictatorships, at 
least in this area. It is possible that 
the establishment of a_ seacoast 
State under a strong military dic-

tator would preserve peace at least 
in one or two provinces. 

This is the blackest side of the pic- 
ture, but it is nevertheless in the 
minds of those men who will be 
forced to pay the bills if war returns. 
President Chiang Wai-shek as well as 
others in the National Government, 
| optimistically proclaim that peace 
is assured, but it is impossible not to 
lend an ear to the rising hum of 
public opinion circulating under- 
neath the surface. The unrest is 
difficult to define, yet it seems to be 
taking root in more fertile ground 
every day.

certain what the Chief Executive’s 
decision will be there is a strong 
tendency to think the congress will 
not meet on Friday. Possibly the 
formal opening will be declared but 
it is considered that an equally for- 
ma! declaration will be made that 
there is no quorum and that the 
business sessions will therefore be 
indefinitely postponed. 

General Li Tsung-jen who re- 
signed as the Wuhan decision chief 
on Saturday and who left all his 
government osts, including his 
membership of the State Council, re- 
mains in Shanghai in the interna- 
tional settlement, refusing to partici- 
mage so far at any rate, in the com- 
ng deliberations. 

n the meantime Nanking’s loyal 
forces are mobilized west of Nanking 
along the ,Yangtse. Frequent but 
unverified reports from the vicinity 
of Kiukiang declare that initial 
clashes have already occurred, but 
Nanking declares these are merely 
skirmishes to suppress bandits. 
Marshal Feng has indicated that he 
intends to back President Chiang 
Kai-shek but there is a tendency to 
believe that if Chiang and the Hang- 
kow group fight Marshal Feng will 
cast in his lot with the victors, or 
will establish his own dictatorship 
rather than permit the party dic- 
tatorship experiment to continue. 

The whole squabble is over the 
powers of the Federal Government 
and State rights. In the terms of 

| Western history, Nanking is declar- 
ing that central government control 
is essential. Others are of the opin-| 
ion that a weak central government | 
is preferable, with outside areas ex- 
ercising the fullest autonomy possi- 
ble. That is the rock threatening to 
break the newly unified republic and 
to set back the meteoric progress 
in domestic as well as international 
affairs in that has already been 
made perhaps a generation.

Dismiss Three Generals. 


NANKING, China, March 13.—*). 
—The Council of the National Gov- 
ernment today took strong measures 
to punish the recent coup of the 
Wuhan provisional council which 
forcibly expelled the governor of the 
province of Hunan, a Nanking pro- 
tégé. 

The three generals responsible for

As Li Chai-sum is a leading 
member of the so-called ‘‘Kwangsi 
clique,”” of which the Wuhan mem- 
bers form an important section, it is 
declared in well-informed govern- 
ment circles that the Council’s de- 
cision ends all possibility of hostili- 
_ breaking out in the Yanktse Val- 
ey.

His appearance was not very dif- 
ferent from the day. when he was 
the great war lord in Russia. His 
famous beard and mustache are no 
longer present, but otherwise he 
looked as powerful as ever. There 
was a snap in his blue eyes, and 
his hair, which is now iron-gray, 
seemed to bristle with energy. 

Today marked his first reception 
to a representative of the press. He 
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has not yet appeared outside of his 
small apartment of three rooms in 
the Ptokatlian Hotel, where he took 
up quarters on Monday after leav- 
ing the Russian Consulate. 

He is feverishly at work on his 
writings, tracing the history of his 
opposition to Stalin, and after some 
conversation excused himself, declar- 
ing that the pressure of work made 
it impossible for him to talk fur- 
ther for the present. 

During his conversation with the 
correspondent, Trotsky said that he 
was not a dying man, but that he 
needed the care of German physi- 
cians because it was German physi- 
cians who operated on him formerly 
in Russia.

TO WASHINGTON 


Jurists Delay Action on Court 
Entry Text Pending the Sub- 
mission. of Final Draft. 


COURT TO HAVE 15 JUDGES 


Will Sit Permanently at The Hague 
—Senators Show Concern Over 
Reported Changes in Draft.

GENEVA, March 13.—The Commit- 
tee of Jurists devoted the whole day 
to its original task: of considering 
a revision of the Court statute, while 
awaiting the report of the subcom- 
mittee which is drafting the final 
text of the formula for American 
adhesion to the Court. The delay 
of the latter was expected, and, it is 
stated, does not indicate that any 
new difficulties have arisen in Sir 
Cecil Hurst’s redraft of the Root 
proposal as it. was given yesterday, 
which still remains the basis of 
agreement. It is understood the 
delay is partly due to the fact that 
Mr. Root, who is a member of the 
subcommittee, is consulting Wash- 
ington on the Hurst text, and partly 
to the fact that he is touching up 
the whole Protocol of 1926 in a man- 
ner to make it conform both with 
the new text of Article IV and more 
explicitly with all the Senate reserva- 
tions. 

The jurists, in the meanwhile, de- 
cided today to recommend two 
changes in the Court statute which 
do not affect the American question 
—first, to raise the number of judges 
from eleven to fifteen, incidentally 
abolishing four existing deputy judg- 
ships, and second, to have the Court 
sit in permanent session, instead of 
having, as now, one regular session 
yearly. The reason for both changes 
is the increasing amount of work 
done by the Court, whose importance 











has already far surpassed the hope 
of the original framers of the statute, 
and it is necessary, therefore, to be 


assured that there will always be a 
uorum of judges present at The 


e. 

Further revision in line with the 
above changes is under discussion. 
Since the court will have a perma- 
nent session, one problem is to 
assure that the judges named from 
distant countries, such as the two 
Americas or the extreme East, will 
have the opportunity to pay lon 
visits home regularly, it being feare 
the yg & men would not otherwise 
accept e Hague post. 

The development of rapid means of

17 per cent of the stock by each of 
the systems would not tend to lessen 
competition; that the stock was pur- 
chased as an investment, and that 
| it was necessary for the commission 
to show that there was intention on 
their part to lessen competition. Tne 
point also was made for the car- 
riers that the Wheeling was intend- 
ed by them as a jointly owned facil- 
ity to be used in connection ~vith 
three of the systems in a four-sys- 
tem division of Eastern carriers 
which the railroads hoped to bring 
about with the commission’s ap- 
proval. 

*‘We are unable to accept the the- 
cry,’’ the commission said, ‘‘that 
competition of the Wheeling with 
the respondents might continue un-- 
til impaired pending the final as- 
signment of the Wheeling in a con- 
solidation of Eastern lines.

Eastman Questions Assertions. 


“‘When the respondents say,’’ he 
added, ‘“‘that they acquired stock 
control of the Wheeling in further- 
ance of the four-party plan, they 
plainly mean that they acquired this 
stock to keep it out of the hands of 
any interests which might be de- 
sirous of creating a fifth competi- 
tive system.”’ 

Mr. Eastman said it was conceiv- 


able that the commission might 
some day approve of a four-party 
plan for consolidations and thus ‘‘re- 
move all bars interposed by anti- 
trust laws’’ which might otherwise 
prevent the plan from being put into 
effect. 

“But because we may at some fu- 
ture time let down the bars,’’ he 
added, ‘‘does not give respondents 
any legal right to vault over them 
in anticipation of that possible 
event.’ 

Freedom to put transportations to- 
gether, through stock purchasing 
operations, Mr. Eastman said, ‘‘has 
often worked disaster in the ‘past. 3 

He referred to the New Haven as 
a case in point, stating that it ‘‘is 
only now beginning to recover from 
operations of this character which 
began nearly twenty-five years ago.”’ 


Woodlock Upholds Railroads. 


Commissioner Woodlock, dissent- 
ing, contended that the evidence up- 
held the arguments of the three rail- 
roads that acquisition of the Wheel- 
ing had been made as an investment. 
The record showed, he said, that 
since the purchase a policy of iner- 
tia had been followed so far as in- 
fluence over the Wheeling’s actions 
are concerned. He said Congress ex- 
pected the commission to use com- 


mon sense in carrying out the terms 
of the Clayton act and upheld the 
legality of purchases of stock in an- 
ticipation of approval of railroad 
mergers, as provided in Section 5, 
Paragraph 2 of the act. 

Commissioner Porter, who agreed 
with Commissioner Woodlock, also 
gave opinions of his own r mney 
the general problem of consolidations 
He mentioned the tentative consoli- 
dation program written in 1921 for 
the commission by Professor William 
Z. Ripley and the informal confer- 
ences held with the railroad execu- 
tives in later years on the so-called 
four-party plan. 

He characterized as “‘little less than 
absurd’’ the majority contention that 
the acquisition of the Wheeling stock 
by the respondents would lead to a 
lessening of competition. He called 
lattention to the fact that the Balti- 
more & Ohio and the Chesapeake & 
Ohio had recently filed merger appli- 
eations which would give the Wheel- 
ing to the latter as part of a system 
to include the Nickel Plate.

gallows are not employed. | 

“If we are not willing to enforce | 
the death penalty,” he wrote, ‘“‘it 
would certainly be much better to do | 
away with it. * * * The death 
penalty, rather to the contrary, acts | 
as a deterrent to swift and adequate | 
justice, imposes heavy burdens upon | 
the taxpayers as the result of long) 
trials, fosters sensationalism of the 
worst. possible type and stains the} 
civilization of those who enforce it.” 


Detroit Leads in Murders. 


The murder record for this year | 
is approximately the same as 1927, 
except that Detroit, among the | 
larger cities, has moved into first | 
place on the basis of homicidal 
deaths in relation to population. Dr. 
| Hoffman’s table shows:

| “This table,” Dr. Hoffman re-

six largest cities is only 10 per 100,- 
000, against an everage of 38.6 per 
| 100,000 for ten Southern cities. 
“The fact that D " oit has the high- 
| est homicide death rate for the six 
largest cities is, of course, largely at- 
tributable to the increasing negro 
| population of that city. It is highly 
| suggestive that Windsor, Ont., in| 
1927, with a population of 67,000, had 
| only six homicides or a rate of less 
than 9 per 100,000, against a rate of 
| 16.5 for Detroit. 


Chicago Rate Rising. 


“Of special interest is the homicide 
|death rate for Chicago, which in- 
| creased from 14.1 in 1927 to 15.8 in| 
| 1928. Murders in Chicago are, there- | 
| fore, about 50 per cent in excess of| 
| the average for the country as a/| 
whole, but they are relatively far less 
common in proportion to the popu- 








| lation than in the ten Southern cities

‘(All of these are Southern cities 
| with a relatively large colored popu- 
| lation,’’ Dr. Hoffman pointed out 
| ‘but even when the rates are worked

is shown that both races in the South 
have a decidedly higher homicide 
| death rate in the South than in the 
North, Central West or far West 

“The ten cities are all located in 
States in which the death penalty is 
enforced with a fair degree of rigor- | 
ous impartiality, but they are like-| 
wise located in States where the gun-| 
carrying habit is common and the} 
sale of firearms and ammunition is 
practically unrestricted. About three-| 
fourths of all the deaths from homi-| 
cide in Southern cities are due to} 
firearms. 

“Hence the first step toward a de-| 
liberate reduction in the homicide} 
death rate is the urgency of decidedly 
more drastic regulations of the traf.- 
fic in firearms and the possession of 
firearms by others than public of-! 
ficers, or private persons under 
proper rules and regulations. The 
ten Southern cities combined nad a} 
homicide death rate nearly four times 
as high as the country at large, 
while Memphis, as usual, leads the 
list with a homicide death rate more 
than six times as high as the average 
for all the cities combined. | 

“Tt is a glaring contrast even for 
Southern cities for iw#iemphi,; with a’ 
population of less than 200,000 to 
have more deaths from homicide 
than the city of New Orleans with a 
population of over 400,000.’’

D. A. S. MacDonald, correspondent | 
of The Montreal Gazette, who was 
within 200 feet of the crash, told how | 
Traub, the camera man, met his | 
death. He said: 

“Traub told me a few minutes be-| 
fore the crash, ‘If you want to see | 
real action, you’ll get it right here 
when that fellow takes his foot off 
the gas crossing the finishing wire. | 
At that speed, something is going to 
happen!”’ 

MacDonald said that Bible un- 
doubtedly cut his motor sharply, 
something dirt track drivers of small 
cegrs learn they can do with light 
machines. The sound of the exhaust 
indicated this. 

The irony of Traub’s death lay in 
the fact that had he stayed behind 
his camera he would not have been 
killed. His camera stood intact on 
its tripod after the crash. He had 
miscalculated the probable direction 
of the skidding racer’s plunge and 
had run into its path. 


Witness Describes Tragedy. 


Barney Markham, electrician in 
charge of the crew handling the 
speedway timing apparatus, who was 
stationed at the timing trap where 
the accident occurred, described the 
disaster thus: 

“The Triplex was coming up the 
beach at high speed and running | 
true on the course, when, about 300 | 
yards away from the timing trap, it 
made a fish-like waver from its | 
track. When that happened the car 
seemed to lessen its speed and then 
straightened out on the course again 
and hit the timing trap wire squarely 
in the middle. 

“Then, right after crossing the 
trap, Bible cut his motor sharply; I 
could tell that by the way the ex- 
haust suddenly slowed down.- The| 
car turned slightly toward the dunes | 
for about 150 feet, when it made an | 
abrupt swerve. 

‘‘Still in the same direction, it went 
into the soft sand high up on the 
beach and headed straight toward 
the high bank of the dunts, front 
end first. 

“As it hit the soft sand the car 
went into a cork-screw turning mo- 
tion, front end first, and hit the 
steep bank of the dunes at an angle 
of about 45 degrees. When it hit 
the solid bank it disappeared in a 
thick cloud of white sand, and out 
of that cloud I saw pieces of the 
ear and other objects fly into the 
air as if dynamite had exploded in 
the car. 

“One tire with the rim sticking| 
to it, as I iearned afterward, flew 
high into the air, hit the beach and 
rolled fully a quarter of a mile 
northward, coming to a stop in the 
water.

pher’s body fly straight up into the 
air, but I did not see him struck, |!

“When the sand cloud cleared | 
away I saw the wreck of the Triplex |

Bible had his first experience in 
driving a super-speed car yesterday , 
when he piloted the Triplex over | 
the course under bad conditions, on 
a wet beach and with mist in the 
air, at slightly more than 190 miles 
an hour. His steady performance 
then had led to the general belief, 
that he might be able to control the 
ponderous machine, which last year, 
with Ray Keech at the wheel, made 
a record of 207.55 miles an hour. 


Ends Speed Trials. 


Immediately after the accident the 
American Automobile Association | 
announced that the speed trials, | 
which had been scheduled to last un- | 
til March 21, were at an end. To-! 
night Val Haresnape, secretary of | 
the Contest Board of the association, 
called a meeting of T. E. Myers and 
Tom Hilton, both members of the 
Contest Board for the trials here, 
and shortly afterward issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘‘The Contest Board regrets greatly 
the accident. It has no statement to 
make as to the possible cause. The 
Triplex driver was driving quite 
steadily past the official stand and 
through the measured mile and what 
happened occurred so quickly, and 
the car was so completely demolished 
that no investigation could possibly 
determine the real cause of the 
crash. We take it as part of the de- 
velopment work in the design of au- 
tomobiles. It is inevitable that such 
such accidents will occasionally 
appen.’’

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Con- 
ditions in Mexico cleared today to 
the point where the War Department 
authorized Captain Ira C. Eaker of 
the Army Air Corps to undertake at 
his convemience his interrupted 
dawn-to-dusk, flight from Browns- 
ville, Texas, to France Field in the 
Panama Canal Zone. The flight was 
originally set for last Sunday, but 
postponed because of the revolt. 

On his flight’ Captain Eaker will 
make five landings for fuel, two of 
them in Mexico. He will pass down 
the east coast and land at Tampico, 
a distance of 260 miles. 

From there he will fly as far as 
Vera Cruz and then turn inland and 
land at Minatitlan, a distance of 370 
miles. Then he will pass into Cen- 
tral America. The total distance he 
will cover from Brownsville to 
France Field will be approximately 
2,000 miles. 

In other respects signs multiplied 
that the revolt ‘was tottering. Dwight 
W. Morrow, American Ambassador 
in Mexico City, notified the State De- 
partment that the government of 
President Portes Gil felt that the re- 
bellion would last only a short time 
and desired the civil population to 
suffer as little as possible. 


Discussed the Situation. 


In conferences during the past two 
days with officials of the Mexican 
Government, he said, he had taken 
up the question of imports into 


Mexico, such as coal and explosives 
needed for imdustrial life in Sonora 
and Chihuahua, materials for Amer- 
ican mines, and the export of perish- 
able crops such as early vegetables. 

Plans were arranged for speeding 
these movements with authorization 
being given to the Mexican Consul at | 
Naco, Sonora, to clear supplies and | 
explosives needed for the Cananea 
mine. The Mexican Government 
also authorized the Southern Pacific | 
Railroad to move the early vegetable 
crop from Sonora, provided the pur-| 
chase money remained in the United 
States. 

Ambassador Morrow had sent the 
Third Secretary of the Embassy, 
Edward Lowry, to Guadalajara, the 
capital of Jalisco, for a few days to 
investigate the situation of the Amer- 
icans in that district. Mr. Lowry 
reported yesterday that the Gover- 
nor of Jalisco was loyal to the Fed- 
eral Government and did not regard 
the revolt as serious. He is organ- 
izing agrarian forces to replace 
troops which have moved toward the 
front and gave assurances that he 
would extend every possible aid to 
Americans in the outlying districts. 


Consuls Report Conditions.

WASHINGTON, March 13 (@).—It 
was indicated here today that Mexi- 
can rebels who appear on American 
soil hereafter might be held. This, 
it was pointed out, would be in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Treaty which would bind coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere to 
detain rebels against constituted 
governments when they appear on 
foreign soil. This treaty has not 
been ratified by the United States, 
since consent by the Senate has not 
yet been voted. 

Secretary Kellogg, however, feels 
that there is no opposition to the 
treaty in the Senate and it is con- 
sidered likely, therefore, that the 
American Government would seek to 
carry out its intent as far as prac- 
ticable.

First American Group Reaches 


Aguascalientes by Train 
From Mexico City. 





JOURNEY A PEACEFUL ONE 





But Two Armored Cars Are Attached 
and Two Flats Are Pushed 
Ahead to Test Rails. 





AGUASCALIENTES, Mexico 
(aboard troop train en route to Calles 
headquarters), March 13 (4).—The 
movement of troops toward Rio 
Grande, in the State of Zacatecas, 
where General Calles is marshaling 
his forces for an assault on the 
rebels’ stronghold at Torreon, con- 
tinued unabated today. Aguascali- 
entes has been used as a preliminary 
concentration point and there is 
great activity in this city. 

Regular passenger trains from Mex- 
ico City operate as far as the city of 
Zacatecas, capital of the State of 
that name and three hours north of 
here by rail. From then Non north 
only troop trains are running, except 


for a single caboose hitched to a 
locomotive, which carries a few civil- 
ian passengers who have business as 
far north as Canitas, the town in 
which General Calles had his head- 
quarters until a few days ago, when 
he moved up to his present location. 

The first group of American war 
correspondents and cameramen to 
join the Federal forces at the front 
left Mexico City last night. They 
reached Irapuato, in the State of 
Guanajuato, an important junction 
point, at 3 A. M. today. There they 
transferred to a train for Aguascali- 
entes, arriving here at noon. From 
this point on the party will proceed 
to the Calles headquarters on troop 
trains. 

The train to Aguascalientes car- 
ried two flat cars, which were pushed 
ahead of the locomotive, so that if 
the track were destroyed or mined 
these flats would be first derailed 
or blown up and would perhaps give 
the engineer time to halt the train. 
Two armored cars loaded with sol- 
diers were also attached to the train, 
one being just behind the engine 
and the other at the rear. 

At the station of Loma, in the 
State of Jalisco, a scout locomo- 
tive was sent ahead of the train, 
preceding it by about a mile through 
what was considered the most dan- 
gerous part of the trip. The road 
cut through a corner of Jalisco, 
which is the State where most of 
the bandit outrages have occurred 
in recent years. 

The road also ran through a part 
of the State of Guanajuato, near 
the place where J. M. Underwood 
and C. C. Aiesthorpe, American min- 
ing men, were kidnapped and slain 
on Feb. 22. The only signs of even 
possible hostilities that were observed 
on the trip from Mexico City, how- 
ever, were the sentinels on block- 
houses and precautions for the 
safety of the train. 

Otherwise it was a peaceful coun- 


tryside through which the train 
moved. At every stop Indians 
wrapped in bright blankets and 


crowned with huge straw sombreros 
bore down upon the train to sell 
strawberries, pastries and hot coffee.

In his private office at historic 
Chapultepec Palace, the President, 
who appeared to be very happy, de- 
clared that the complete collapse of 
the rebel movement everywhere in 
the nation was simply a question of 
ashorttime. The object of the revolt- 
ing generals was to gratify personal 
ambitions and this was becoming 
known to the people of the nation, 
who have no sympathy for the ef- 
fort to overthrow the present gov- 
ernment, he said. All the people 
want is peace and a chance to work, 
he declared. 

The President cited as a regret- 
table feature of the situation what 
he denounced as false information 
sent to the United States by the 
rebels in an effort to bolster up their 
cause and create sympathy on the 
other side of the Rio Grande. He 
expressed the earnest hope that the 
people of the United States would 
not be deceived by this propaganda. 

Answering a question as to the for- 
eign phase of the present problem, 
the President declared himself great- 
ly pleased by the assurances of good- 
will from the United States and other 
foreign nations. It i$ also known 
that he has been given to understand 
that he has the whole-hearted sym- 
pathy of many powerful foreign in- 
terests whose activities include Mex- 
ico. There has been no effort on the 
part of these foreign governments, 
individuals or interests to involve 
themselves in the present situation. 
They simply expressed a hope for 
permanent peace in the nation and 
for the prosperity of its people, 
which they are convinced, the Pres- 
ident said, could be realized only by 
the triumph of the government in 
the present uprising. 

There was no question, after hear- 
ing the President, of his absolute 
conviction that the end of the revolt 
is in sight. 


False Reports Laid to Rebels. 


“The Mexican Government,”’ said 
Senor Portes Gil, ‘‘is fully aware of | 
the false reports that the rebels, in| 
desperation, are circulaitng in the! 
United States and elsewhere. It is 
just another evidence of the des- 
perate situation in which they find 
themselves. I say that the govern- 
ment bulletins issued to the press in 
Mexico City tell the truth. We con- 
ceal nothing. We simply give to the 
world the exact facts as we know 
them. The false reports emanating 
trom the rebels will not fool the 
people here or in other countries.’’ 

The President appeared to be in 
perfect health. He showed no sign 
of worry over the troubles of his 
administration. On his desk were 
war maps which he occasionally 
used in illustrating the progress of 
Federal movements to crush the re- 
bellion. 

The President was interrupted by 
Colonel Tapia, his chief of staff, who 
handed him some telegrams. Senior 
Portes Gil read them and smiled. 

‘‘We are winning,’’ said the Presi- 
dent. ‘‘Our main object just now 
is to clean up such rebel forces as 
are still in the field as General 
Calles goes forward. The rebellion 
is broken. As far as winning is con- 
cerned, the revolt already is hope- 
lessly lost. The last vestige of it will

All news emanating from official

Saltillo, the only important city on 
the main line of the Mexican Na- 
tional Railways between San Anto- 
nio and Mexico City, was abandoned 
by the rebels last night and this 
morning it was occupied by advance 
guards of loyal forces under General 
Almazan. Not a gun was fired, all 
the rebels fleeing hours in advance 
of the arrival of the Almazan 
troops. They headed for Torreon, 
where they hoped to join the rebels 
under General Escobar, who when 
last heard from had his headquarters 
in that city, which is now the most 
important town held by the rebels 
in the interior of the country. 

With Saltillo regained, making pos- 
sible an early resumption of traffic 
on the main line of the National 
Railways from the Texas border to 
Mexico City, General Calles is ex- 
pected to hasten his movement 
against Torreon, the fall of which 
would be the most serious blow to 
the revolt. 

The rebel movement everywhere 
in the nation is rapidly disintegrat- 
ing, according to a government com- 
miqué issued this morning. It re- 
ported rebel forces in Sonora in a 
panic, while in Chihuahua and other 
States involved in the insurrection 
serious disaffections to the Federal 
side are regarded as likely at any 
time. The government, however, is 
continuing vigorous measures of sup- 
pression, and thousands of troops 
continue mobilizing at Aguasca- 
lientes, Monterey and other strategic 
points for the drive westward to 
crush the uprising in Chihuahua, 
Sonora, Sinaloa and Durango. 

In the event of a stand by the rebels 
heavy fighting is certain. But owing 
to the nature of the news from there 
the government expects increasing 
disaffection among officers of the 
lower grades and enlisted men, which 
would leave the only problem that 
of dealing out justice to the generals 
and others of high rank who, Presi- 
dent Portes Gil insists, brought 
about the existing situation in the 
hope of gratifying personal am- 
bitions. 


Catholics Not Blamed. 


A high authority has informed the 
government that he does not believe 
the rebel movements are backed by 
Catholics, as among the most active 
leaders of the rebels are men who 
had a leading part in enforcing the 
Church regulations after their pro- 
mulgation by President Calles two 
years ago. Among such rebel lead- 
ers are General Roberto Cruz and 
General J. Gonzalo Escobar. As 
Chief of Police in Mexico City Rob- 
erto Cruz directed the arrest of thou- 
sands of Catholics, including priests, 
and carried out many executions, 
while General Escobar’s activities in 
those stirring days were as pro- 
nounced as those of Roberto Cruz. 

These and other facts, say the Fed- 
eral authorities, give definite proof 
that the basis of the rebel move- 
ment is one of ambition on the part 
of unscrupulous generals, and not 
resentment against the laws and reg- 
ulations governing the Church in 
Mexico. 





4,000 Rebels Caught on Trains. 


HIPOLITO, State of Coahuila,

INGEXTRA PERIODS 


Yale Wins Deciding Game of 
Hockey Series When Nelson 
Scores on Bent’s Pass. 


A. BIGELOW IS A_ STAR 


Scores Crimson’s First Goal 
and Ties Count, 2-2, in the 
Second Period.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 13.— 
Frank Nelson of Montclair, N. J., 
ended the longest Yale-Harvard 
hockey game in recent years when 
he caged the winning goal tonight 
in the sixth period of overtime play 
of the third and deciding match of 
the annual series between the Crim- 
son and the Blue. Taking a pass 
from his fellow forward, Johnny 
Bent, he sent the disk into the cor- 
ner of the Harvard cage, giving Yale 
a 3 to 2 victory. 

During that sixth extra period Yale 
assumed the offensive. Its substi- 
tute forward trio, Nelson, Bent and 
McLennan, headed the attack, con- 
sistently carried the fight to the 
Crimson and on three occasions Nel- 
son peppered Henry Newell, Har- 
vard’s goalie, for near scoring shots. 

When the three regular periods 
ended the count was tied at two goals 
each and the old rivals decided upon 
playing extra periods of five minutes 
each. 

Tonight’s game was played before 
4,000 persons and was the fifty-sixth 
of the series and left Yale winning 
40 to Harvard’s 16. 

Harvard was the first to tally, A. 
Bigelow sending the disk into the net 
in the first period. Luce then equal- 
ized for Yale and Palmer put the 
Elis ahead, 2 to 1. In the second 
period A. Bigelow tied the count for 
the Crimson. The Bigelow twins 
featured the Harvard play, Hugh 
being a tower of strength on the 
defense, where his brother also did 
some excellent work. 

The first game of the series, 
played at Cambridge, was won by 
Harvard, 2 to 1, but the second, in 
the New Haven Arena last Saturday 
night, was captured by Yale, 1 to 0.

started the game with a stinging shot 
which Newell turned back brilliantly. 
Yale held the Crimson in check with 
a five-man defense for several min- 
utes until, with the second string 
forward line on the ice, Bent sped 
through to the Bigelows and shot, 
but Newell propelled the disk away. 

Al Bigelow’s giant frame’ became 
even more majestic as he tore down 
the ice and rammed a scorching shot 
at Goalie Farrel. The latter stopped 
the disk, but Bigelow sent the re- 
bound into the Eli netting. 


Stirred by the crowd’s roaring ap- | 


peal for a rally, Luce, who scored 
all the goals made by Yale in the 
first two games of the series, eluded 
the entire Harvard defense and, 
within two minutes, sent a deft side 
shot past Newell into the goal. Yale’s 
surging onrush was repeated in ex- 
actly six seconds when Winthrop 
Palmer, Yale’s scoring ace last year, 
duplicated Luce’s dash and tallied.

Their first game against major 
league opposition this year also pro- 
duced their first home run of the 
year.

Magee was born at Clarendon, Pa.,

He led the National 
League in batting in 1910, and in 
1914 led the league in making two- 
base hits, collecting 39. 

In 1915 he was traded to the Boston 
Braves for Whitted and Dugey.

Movie Producers Will 
Open Today.

UNIFORM CONTRACT UP 


Defendants Say They Joined in 
Plan to Avoid Losses but Still 
Are Competitors. 

} 


The trial of one af the two Sher- 
man law suits brought by the Cov- 
ernment last April against the mo- 
tion picture industry ended yester- 
day before Federal Judge Thacher, 
who reserved decision. Another suit, 
naming the same defendants and 
also charging violation of the anti- 
trust law, will begin this morning. 
There are ten corporate defendants, 
designated as the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributers of Amer- 
ica, Inc., and thirty-two film boards 
of trade. It is alleged by the gov- 
ernment that the ten corporate de- 
fendants distribute 60 per cent of all 
the films in the United States and 
that the boards of trade have to do 
with the distribution of 98 per cent | 


of all films shown in this country. | 
The trial just ended concerned the | 


legality of the operations of credit | 


committees, which compel all lessee! 
of moving picture theatres to carry | 
out the contracts of previous owners 
or operators. When the other action | 
begins this morning a néw picture | 
will be presented. It concerns the | 
legality of an agreement between the 
distributers and exhibitors for the 
arbitration of all disputes and the! 
rules established for enforcing 
awards. 

In its complaint the government 


alleged violation of law beginning | 


in July, 1922. In their answer to the 
charge involving credit rules the de- | 
fendants asserted the rules were rea- | 
sonable and caused no_ hardship. | 
They explained the credit plan was | 
adopted to provide protection against 
the loss of ‘millions of dollars every} 
year arising out of fraudulent trans- | 
fers of theatres and breaches of con- 
tracts. 


| 
Exhibits Form Chief Evidence. | 


No witnesses were called by the 
government in its attack on the} 


credit rules. It relied entirely on ex: | 
hibits. Exhibits also were submitted | 
by the defendants, who called wit- | 
nesses only for the purpose of iden- | 
tifying them. | 
he government sceks to prove 
that the defendants conspired to de- 
prive any one acquiring a place for 
the presentation of motion pictures 
of the right to resort to the courts 
for the settlement of disputes, but 
insists that these disputes be settled 
by their own boards of arbitration, 
and required exhibitors purchasing | \yi4 
pictures to furnish details of trans- 
fers and their past and present ac- 
tivities, 

Answering these points, the defen- | 
dants explained that they have a || 
large interest in changes of owner-| 
ship of theatres where motion pic-! 
tures are shown ‘‘for the reason that 
in nearly every case there are at} 
the time of transfer existing uncom- 
pleted contracts between the seller | 
and some, or many, of the defen- 
dants for the exhibition of pictures | 
at the theatre which is sold, and the! 
transfer makes completion of such 
contracts impossible unless they are | 
assumed by the new owner.’’ It} 
was also contended that the defen- 
dants have ‘‘an interest in the new) 
owner or operator, as he will soon} 
be doing business with many or all! 
of the cefendants.”’ 

For the purpose of showing the 
extent of their business it was al-| 
leged by the defendants that in 1927 
uncompleted contracts were involved 
in 35,950 transfers of theatres and | 
that the amount involved was $8,081,- 
000. It also was alleged that anc] 
chasers of 1,237 theatres in 1927 re- 
fused to assume any part of the out- 
standing contracts and that their 
loss through this refusal amounted 
to $2,370,000. They say that pur- 
chasers of 2,713 theatres agreed to 
assume responsibility for contracts 
amounting to $5,711,000. | 


Adopted Uniform Contract. | 
According to the defendants, there | 
are approximately 22,000 motion pic- 
ture theatres in the United States | 
and every year several thousand the- 





atres are sold or transferred one or| — 


more times, and that in 1927 18 per | 
cent of the theatres were transferred. | 

In the trial of the action beginning | 
this morning the defendants said 
they are competing actively with | 
each other as well as with other dis- 


tributers and that in 1922 they joined | 
in a plan to save loss of time and | 
money by the adoption of a uniform 
contract. | 

It is explained that in the industry | 


there are countless disputes every 
year, that many are settled by nego- 
tiations, but that in others it was 
found impossible to reach an agree- 
ment. The defendants say prompt

One 
was by the Legislature of the Re- 
publican State of Wisconsin, which 
voted to submit to a referendum a 
bill calling for the entire repeal of 
the State enforcement act. The 
other was made yesterday at Albany. 
The proposal to revive the New 
York State enforcement act was 
virtually killed by sending it to the 
Committee on Rules, and the signifi- 
cant thing was that fifteen Repub- 
lican members of the Assembly 
joined the Democrats in refusing to 
accept President HOOVER’S leadership 
in the matter of prohibition. 

These are but surface indications 
of the trend of public sentiment and 
of party insubordination, but they 
are significant. One up-State Re- 
publican authority has publicly de- 
clared that it should be enough for 
his party to know that President 
HOOVER wants a thing. The only 
thing left is to give it to him. But 
that does not hold in the case of 
State enforcement.

Implications of Paris Pact, Says 


Ex-Envoy, Give Basis for Bar- 


ring Naval Rivalry. 


| A compromise between Great Br'i- 


|tain and the United States on their 
differing conceptions of maritime 
rights in wartime has been suggest- 
ed by John W. Davis, former Amer- 
|ican Ambassador to the Court of 
| St. James’s, in an article to be pub- 
lished here today in Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Davis suggests that Great 
Britain give up her insistence on in- 
terfering with the sea-borne trade of 
neutrals if she finds herself engaged 
in a “private war’’—that is, a war 
in which she cannot definitely estab- 
lish that her enemy has broken in- 
ternational covenants by aggression. 
He suggests that the United States 
relinquish any pretensions of right 
to trade with a ‘‘covenant breaker,’’ 
while other nations are engaged in 
forcing such an aggressor to honor 
its international engagements. 


Sees No Hope of Arms Accord. 


' 


By this compromise, Mr. Davis 
asserts, the danger of collision be 
tween the British and American 


navies would be reduced to a vanish- 


ing point. He sees no hope of suc- 
cess for Britain and the United 
States in their efforts to ‘‘translate 


naval parity into terms of guns and 
|vessels.”” The complications ‘‘of 
| feography, distance and varying na- 
tional needs’’ make such a transla- 
tion impossible. 

Therefore, Mr. Davis argues, the 
approach to solution of the Anglo- 
American naval problem must be 
through an agreement on the policies 
of the British and American fleets. 
He finds in the implications of the 
Kellogg-Briand treaty for outlawing 
war a common meeting-place for 
British and American policies which 
would make their fleets cooperative 
rather than rival powers. 

‘In the world of yesterday,’’ writes 
| Mr. Davis, ‘‘the dominant thought 
was national security against all 
comers. If the Covenant of the 
League, the Locarno treaties, the 
Four-Power Pacific treaty and the 
Kellogg-Briand pact are anything 
more than idle words, the controlling 
| idea in the world today is world-wide 
peace against all disturbers. I am 
persuaded that a frank declaration 
|on the part of the United States of 
'its willingness to accept the implica- 
tions and responsibilities which that 
ideal demands would do more than 
aught else to convert it into a real- 
ity.”’ 

Mr. Davis makes it clear where he 
believes those ‘‘implications and re- 
sponsibilities’’ will carry American 
policy. Discussing the specific prob- 
|lem of Anglo-American naval prob- 
lems, he writes: 

“The whole crux of the matter lies 
in an effort to make it reasonably 
probable that in future naval con- 
flicts the fixed policies of Great 
Britain and the United States will 
cause their navies to work in har- 
mony or at least not as potentially 
hostile agencies of policies diametri- 
cally opposed. 


Active Role for America. 


“T assume that readers 
article will see at once that this im- 
plies that the United States should 
take an active part in concerting 
measures for the prevention of war, 
and in compelling the observance of 
| those rules which are designed to 
mitigate its destructiveness.’’ 

The treaty for the renunciation of 
war mav be said to imply, he asserts. 
“that all nations whose treaty is 
broken or threatened so to be have 
a mandate to concert measures to 
prevent the breach or repress it.”’ 

“The resulting cooperation,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘might or might not be

be the aggressor, it could not be 
clearly established that her adver- 
sary had broken the Covenant of the 
League or the Locarno treaties or the 
Kellogg-Briand pact—she would not 
attempt to interfere with the fullest 
freedom of sea transit by all nations 
not engaged in the war. This would 
be the policy she deliberately adopted 
at the outbreak of the Crimean War 


|in response to representations from 
| Sweden and Denmark.

icy to which, for obvious reasons, 
her mercantile interests have always 
leaned.

A strike resolution which was re- 
garded as a possible forerunner of 
a walk-out of 6,000 carpenters on 
subways, schools and other improve- 
ments in all parts of the city failed 
of adoption and was referred to the 
executive committee of the District 
Council of Carpenters and Joiners 


after a long debate at a meeting of 
the council, at 130 Madison Avenue 
last night. 

The resolution, introduced by a 
delegate from Local 1456 of the Dock 
and Pier Carpenters Union, called 
upon the District Council to order a 
strike among carpenters empioyed 
by certain subway contractors, who, 
it was alleged, are employing non- 
union men. The resolution had pre- 
viously been adopted by the local. 

The executive committee, to whom 
the matter was referred, is expected 
to report back within the next ‘two 
weeks. Meanwhile, the council au- 
thorized the retaining of Frederick 
L. Hackenberg, an attorney, to repre- 
sent it at whatever negotiations may 
be necessary. 


Follows Warm Dispute. 


The meeting last night followed the 
issuance in the afternoon of contra- 
dictory statements and counter-state- 


| ments by representatives of the local, 


of the District Council of Carpenters 
and Joiners and of the 
Trades Council. 

Charles Johnson Jr., president of 
the local, which has headquarters at 
122 East Twenty-seventh Street, an- 
nounced earlier in the day that he 
was determined to start 
last night’s meeting that would lead 
up to obteining work for the thou- 
sands of union carpenters who are 
idle because of non-union men tak- 
ing their places on public construc- 


tion work at wages nearly one-half, 


of the union wage of $12 a day. 

He made this statement in answer 
to one by John. Halkett, president 
of the Building Trades Council, that 
so far as that organization was con- 
cerned ‘‘there would be no strike or 
tie-up of work on the subways, 
schools or any municipal buildings 
or structures.” 


Doubted Strike Action. 
Charles A. Judge, president of the 
District Council of Carpenters and 
Joiners, who presided last night, had 
predicted that there was only “a 
very small chance’’ that the council 
at its meeting would call a strike. 


Johnson contended that the district | 


council had appropriated $25,000 at 
his request to hire the best legal tal- 
ent to obtain advice as to how to 
compel contractors to pay the union 
scale, and Judge denied that any ap- 
propriation was made at all, adding 
that “it is a cock-and-bull story all 
the way through.”’ 


“If any official claiming to repre-, 


sent his union makes disparaging 
statements regarding this move- 
ment,’’ said Johnson, ‘‘I am prepared 
to fight him to a finish.. It is, my 
intention to start the fight tonight. 
I will call a strike of all the mem- 
bers of Local 1,456 who are working 
on subway construction at’ union 
wages and who are employed only 
by the contractors in the underpin- 
ning of the buildings on Nassau 
Street, the most dangerous part of 
the work in the subway construc- 
tion.”’

The construction of about seventy- 
five new structures, independent 
schools or additions to old buildings, 
has been made possible by the large 
sums put at the disposal of the Board 
of Education. The board asked about 
$11,000,000 more than it received, but 
its requests included demands for 
mechanical equipment, while the 
Board of Estimate’s assignments pro- 
vide for construction alone. In other 
words, with every new building going 
up, separate appropriations will have 
to be made for equipment. 

Two purposes will be served by the 
construction funds, Mr. Boylan said. 
In the first place it is intended to 
provide school facilities in over- 
crowded districts -where the old 
schools are rapidly becoming inade- 
quate. Second, the educator said, it 
was necessary to push school con- 
struction in the newly opened sec- 
tions and growing developments, par- 
ticularly in Queens. : 

Short or part time attendance is 
a problem of the crowded districts 
and will be solved by the buildings 
projected, Mr. Boylan expects. ‘‘We 
now have 30.737 students on part 
in the high schools and more 
than 38,000 in the elementary 
schools,’ he said. ‘‘The former fiz- 
ure represents an increase of 8,000 
during the past year, the latter a 
decrease of 11,445. 

Little Relief Possible This Year. 

‘“‘We will address ourselves to tha 
task of removing the part-time con- 
ditions. The buildings in the $46,- 
150.000 program will be started in 
1929 and cannot be expected. to 
bring relief during the same year. 
But: by the end of 1930 we expect 
that the additional buildings will 
have solved this pressing problem.” 

Mr. Boylan said that the cuts made 
by the Board of Estimate affected 
high schools, training schools and 
continuation schools more than ele- 
and junior high schools. 
This will necessitate a re-study of 
the needs of the first group with a 
view to selecting the most pressing 
and erecting the most urgently 
needed buildings. 

The boroughs will not share equal- 
ly in the building program. Needs 
are the greatest in Queens and that 
borough will get most of the new 


| structures and additions to schools. 


The ratio—not the numbers—will be 
approximately this: Queens 24, 
Brooklyn 17 and the Bronx 14, with 
Manhattan and Richmond trailing 
behind.

The Michigan Central yesterday 
added $18,584,000 to the 1929 income 
account of the New York Central by 
declaring a 100 per cent extra divi- 
dend, the largest distribution it has 
made. It paid 40 per cent last year 
and 8714 per cent in 1927, the latter 
distribution including a 50 per cent 
extra. The New York Central owns 
more than 99 per cent of Michigan 
Central’s $18,736,400 of capital stock 
outstanding. 

The Michigan Central distribution 
will offset in the current year the de- 
crease in net income reported by the 
New York Central for 1928. The 
New York Central increased net 
operating income from $89,977,000 in 
1927 to $93,483,000 in 1928, although 
gross revenue decreased from $383,- 
377,000 to $381,733,000. However, 
largely because of the disparity in 
1927 and 1928 dividends of the Michi- 
gan Central, other income decreased 
from $42,653,000 to $34,629,000. Net

R. E. Healy, chief counsel for the 
commission, suggested by his ques- 
tions that he thought the advertising 
was designed, in part at least, to in- 
fluence public opinion in favor of} 
private ownership of public utilities. | 

Mr. Healy produced documents! 
taken from the files of the Cait- 
fornia Electrical Bureau, including 
the minutes of two conferences be- 
tween representatives of the bureau | 
and its supporting organizations, and 
representatives of the Johnson-Ayres 
Company, a San Francisco advertis- 
ing agency which handles the bu- 
reau’s advertising campaign. In the 
minutes of the first of these con- 
ferences on Dec, 138, 1926, the fol- 
lowing statement was made:

since 1925, this form of advertising 
has been designed solely to stimulate 
the use of electricity and the sale of 
electrical appliances, particularly in 
rural communities.

NO JURISDICTION BY I. C. C. 


Arrangement Is Retroactive and

The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad announced yes- 
terday the settlement of contro- 
versies over the division of rates 
with connecting railroads in ship- 
ments sent through Canada. The 
settlement brought to a close dis- 
putes in’ which the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission held it was with- 
out jurisdiction. 

Last Summer roads such as the 
Michigan Central, Pere Marquette 
and Wabash raised the question of 
whether shipments through Canada 
were subject to the Commission’s 
rulings and the Commission held it 
was without jurisdiction. Since 
divisions of rates between the New 
Haven and roads running to the 
west were based on distances irre- 
spective of whether the freight was 
shipped through Canada, the situa- | 
tion held out the prospect that roads | 
which ran partly through Canada | 
could withhold divisions of rates | 
based on the haul through foreign | 
territory.

The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany reports for 1928 total earnings 
On operations of $8,016,436 and in- 
come from Cuba and other sources of 
$1,597,996, making a total income ef 
$9,614,432.

Provision was also made for the re- 
tirement of $5,300,000 of the com- 
pany’s 6 per cent bonds. Of these, 
$300,000 were purchased and retired 
in 1928, while $5,000,000 were called 
for redemption on Jan. 1, 1929. De- 
preciation of $1,750,000 was set u 
during the past year, of whic 
$1,250,000 was from income and $500,- 
000 from reserves. Surplus stands at 
$19,975,208, reserves at $13,284,986 
and cash at $27,868,860. 


Chairman Discusses Conditions. 

“So disastrous was the policy of 
restriction on the Cuban sugar in- 
dustry,’’ says Earl D. Babst, chair- 
men, jn his annual report to the 
stockholders, ‘‘and so futile were the 
international negotiations for the 
control of world production, that 


Cuba on Dee. 27, 1928, recalled its | 


decrees, but retained, however, its 
potential marketing ‘machinery in 
the shape of the Sugar Export Com- 
mittee, a compromise which contin- 
ues to invite uncertainty in the sugar 
market. Aside from the wholesome 
action of Cuba in abandoning re- 
striction, there has been little 
change in the fundamentals of the 
sugar industry. 

“The major causes of unstable con- 
ditions continue to revolve around 
the following: The effort of the mar- 
ket to reach a balance after the vio- 
lent changes incident to the inter- 
ference of various governments in 
the sugar industry, including our 
own; the excess capacity, both of the 
United States refineries and Cuban 
eee grap called out by the war ef- 

rt of the United States and Cuba, 
but not safeguarded by either gov- 
ernment so as to secure post-war 
markets; and the duties and taxes 
throughout the world, resulting in 
tariff barriers and intreducing great 
confusion. in the sugar trade, which 
affects Cuba particularly.’’ 

Mr. Babst points out that, notwith- 
standing the growth of consumption, 
there is still a 50 per cent excess re- 
fining capacity in the United States; 
that the Pacific refiners have added 
120 per cent to their war capacity, 
the Gulf group 100 per cent and the 
Atlantic group 20 per cent, giving the 
country more than 7,700,000 tons 
capacity, while only’ 5,000,000 is re- 
quired.

Profit Is Very Small. 


“Granulated sugar has been selling 
at 5 cents a pound and even lower in 
recent months,” the report says. 
“This is a very low price level for 
sugar, especially when the fact is re- 
called that 2 cents of the five goes to 


the United States Treasury when the 
sugar comes from Cuba, So that 3 
cents a pound is all that is paid for a 
tropical agricultural product that 
must go through two elaborate man- 
ufacturing processes and be trans- 
pores three times before it leaves a 

nited States refinery. If the sugar 
comes from Hawaii, the —_ 
or Porto Rico, the Treasur lects 
no toll, and almost all of the Treas- 
Ury portion of the 2 cents goes to

“The sugar industry continues to 
face uncertain conditions if it con- 
tinues to be affected by its war ef- 
fort. With present low prices, how- 
ever, it is reasonable to expect a halt 
in the rapid growth of production 
and an increase of consumption. 
Should there be no further govern- 
mental] interferences, there is reason 
to expect a healthy, slow recovery 
of the industry in all its branches 
commensurate with the increase in 
consumption,"’

But Treasury Department Holds | 
Profits From Sale Subject 
to Capital Gain Levy. 


‘ANSWERS MEMBER’S QUERY | 


Exchange Distributes Copy of 


Ruling, Which Finds Analogy 
in Stock Dividends. 


D. H. Blair, Commissioner of In- | 
| ternal Revenue of the Treasury De- 
partment, has ruled that proceeds 
from the sale by New York Stock 


Exchange members of “‘rights’’ ac- 
cruing under the recent increase in| 
the number of seats from 1,100 to} 
1,375 shall not be regarded as tax-| 
able income. Profits realized from 
the sale of such ‘‘rights,’’ the com- 
missioner further held, may be taxed 
as a capital gain. 

Secretary Ashbel Green yesterday 
sent to members of the Exchange a 
copy of the commissioner’s ruling, 
which was made at the request of a 
member who recently sold his one- 
quarter interest in an additional seat. 
for $125,000. The member who asked 
for the ruling bought his seat in 1919 
for $70,000. 

‘“‘Upon consideration of the various 
aspects of the questions presented,”’ 
Commissioner Blair held, ‘‘this office 
has reached the conclusion that the 
one-quarter interest in the new mem- 
bership to which you become entitled 
represented * * * a proportionate part 
of your original investment in your 
membership in the Exchange. Prior 
to the time the resoluticn became ef- 
fective, your membership represented 
1-1,100 interest in the Exchange, 
whereas after the resolution became 
effective that same interest was rep- 
resented not by your membership 
alone but four-fifths by your mem- 
bership and one-fifth by your pro-| 
portionate part of the additional 
| memberships created. 

‘“‘Your membership thereafter rep- 

resented but a 1-1,375 interest in the 
|Exchange and your one-quarter in- 
| terest in a new membership a 1-5,500 
jinterest, the two together represent- 
| ing the same 1-1,100 interest in the 
Exchange which your membership 
represented before the new member- 
| Ships were created. * * * The essence 
|of the situation is that upon the crea- 
|tion of the new memberships in 1929 
|there may have been some change 
| by the way of addition in that which 
theretofore evidenced your interest 
in the Exchange, but there was no 
real change by way of addition or 
otherwise in your interest in the Ex- 
change. Since your interest im the 
Exchange remained unaffected, the 
transaction did not result in any tax- 
able income being received. 

“The transaction whereby you 
acquired a one-quarter interest in a 
new membership was in many re- 
spects similar to the acquisition by 
a stockholder from his corporation 
of a stock dividend, the action of the 
Exchange in increasing the existing 
memberships being akin to a cor- 
poration increasing its authorized 
capital stock and issuing a _ stock 
dividend payable in such newly au- 
thorized stock. 

“From what has been said it fol- 
lows that the one-quarter interest 
in the new membership was capital 
and its acquisition by you did not 
result in the receipt of income; that

Stock Exchange Head Visited Mar- 
kets in Paris, Berlin, Amsterdam. 


E. H. H. Simmons, president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, re- 
turned yesterday on the White Star 
liner Olympic after a visit of four 
weeks abroad.

‘| V. M. Catter Says Basiness Men 


and State Department Mast 
Cooperate Closely. 





Stressing the need of closer coop- 
eration between leaders in commerce 
and industry and the State Depart- 
ment in expanding trade relations 
with Latin-American countries, Vic- 
tor M. Cutter, president of the United 
Fruit Company, in an address last 


night before the Council of Foreign 
Relations at the Harvard Club, de- 
clared that the tropical countries of 
the Caribbean ‘‘have the products 
we need, and they need those we 
possess.”’ 

He declared that men in foreign 
trade ‘‘view with concern today the 
variable and uncontrollable factors, 
such as laws governing business, 
both in our own country and in Latin 
America,’”’ and added it would not 
“be difficult to suggest a workable 
foreign business policy, for the rea- 
son that foreign trade and commerce 
must be based on mutual need and 
must give services and profits as be- 
tween nations and as between indi- 
viduals or companies, sufficient to 
justify its permanent continuation.” 

He said it would be advisable for 
our government to define more clear- 
ly its policy and develop an even bet- 
ter foreign service and diplomatic 
representation than has heretofore 
been mae se eg’ 

“Our State Department must form- 
ulate policies to meet new condi- 
tions and our businessmen must take 
the equitable and wise financial plans 
which always precede and accom- 
pany any worth-while developments 
and progress in foreign trade,’’ Mr. 
Cutter continued. 

“As the world’s most powerful 
creditor nation, we must make a 
comprehensive survey of the whole 
foreign investment field and particu- 
larly in the Caribbean. We must ex- 
ercise the greatest care to secure per- 
manently beneficial results from 
loans and industrial developments. 
There should be coordination as be- 
tween our bankers engaged in for- 
eign trade, as well as between the 
bankers and business men abroad, 
not for any sinister purpose but to 
insure that bond salesmen eager to 
make a quick profit do not induce 
these countries to borrow more 
money than they require or than 
their economic cond’ tions justify. If 
there is an interchange of experience 
between the bankers with the finan- 
cial knowledge and the business con- 
cerns doing business in these coun- 
tries with their knowledge of indus- 
| trial and economic conditions, then 
| these countries will obtain the loans 
they require on a sound basis and 
there should be no resulting defaults 
so disastrous to the borrower and the 
puchaser of such bonds.”’

SEES PROJECT AIDING CITY 


Le Boutillier Says Pennsylvania’s 
Electrification Program WIiIl 
Speed Foodstuff Traffic. 


Outlining plans for the improve- 
ment of the west side by relocation 
of railroad tracks, Patrick E. Crow- 
ley, president of the New York Cen- 
tral Lines, told members of the Mer- 
chants’ Association at a luncheon at 
the Hotel Astor yesterday that his 
company was prepared to spend 
‘‘many, many millions’ on a project 


which would prove more valuable to 
the city than to the railroad. 

Mr. Crowley, J. J. Pelley, newly 
elected president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
and George Le Boutillier, vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
were introduced by Lincoln Crom- 
well, first vice president of the as- 
sociation, who explained that they 
had been invited to discuss ‘‘Rail- 
roads—the Arteries of Business.’’ 

Mr. Pelley, who assumed his office 
only three weeks ago, said he was 
so umfamiliar with local conditions 
that he would say nothing ‘‘at the 
risk of being considered an ignora- 
mus, rather than open my mouth 
and remove all doubt.’””’ Mr. Le 
Boutillier told of the $100,000,000 
electrification program of the Penn- 
sylvania, while Mr. Crowley took oc- 
casion to deny charges of William 
Bullock, chairman of the City Af- 
fairs Bureau of the New York Coun- 
ty Republican Committee, who said 
recently that the New York Central 
was conspiring with the city admin- 
istration to ‘‘grab’’ a large tract of 
land west of Riverside Park. 


Tells of Effort to Clear Streets. 


After explaining that for many 
years the company had been trying 
to end the operation of trains upon 
the surface of the streets so that 
the streets might be ‘‘used for their 
proper purposes as streets,’’ Mr. 
Crowley said: 

“The plans now provide for a num- 
ber of railroad tracks west of the 
old location, south of 145th Street. A 
large part of the property upon 
which these tracks are located has 
been owned by the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company for more 
than forty years. Other portions of 
it were acquired by it between fif- 
teen and twenty years ago. If there 


is any grab the railroad is grabbing | 


its own property.”’ 

In closing Mr. Crowley made a 
plea for ‘‘cooperation of the Mer- 
chants’ Association with the city au- 
thorities and the railroad in the ef- 
forts now being made to bring this 
problem of so many years’ standing | 
to a satisfactory conclusion.

be entitled to appoint non-Rumanians | 


to all the higher posts at their oil 
wells. Sixty-five per cent of the gen- 
eral employes must be Rumanians, 
but the remainder may be cocctgnece. 

M. Madgearu described the Liber- 
als’ oil law of 1924 as an ineffective 
expression of aggressive nationalism 
which has had disastrous effects on 
the Rumanian economic system. 
While production increased in value, 
Rumanian-invested capital has fallen 
by half in consequence of the sys- 
tem of nontransferable shares. 

Among the provisions of the new 
|law are the abolition of the prohibi- 
tion of the export of naphtha. In the 
future the State will have the right 
to export naphtha, and the right will 
be extended to private firms if they 
are able to satisfy a mixed commis- 
sion that Rumanian refineries are 
unable to handle their naphtha. 

Special schemes will encourage the 
discovery of new oil fields. Fifty 
per cent of the new oil areas under 
200 hectares (494 acres) will be the 
property of the discoverers. Twenty- 
five per cent of the remainder will 
be acquired by the State. 


BUCHAREST, March 13 (4).—Un- 
| der the revised oil and mining law 
50 per cent of the country’s present 
| exploited mining and oil areas will 
| be allotted to American and other 
foreign groups provided such areas 
do not exceed 2,000 acres each. In 
areas over that amount of acreage 
25 per cent will be allocated to the 
foreign concerns. Concession rights 
| are open to all prospectors, the only 
requirement being that they shall 
undertake exploration operations in 
minimum areas of 400 acres. 

The new law is liberal also, in that 
it allows foreign companies to mar- 
ket their products in Rumania in 
competition with local companies. 
The foreign corporations are to have 
equal protection privileges with na- 
tive companies.
